Agents of foreign insurance eoaipa- 
Icies at Chicago, have receive! i tstrtuti qa 
by cable. The Scottish Commercial has de- 
rided to withdraw, and i'« agent will tako no 
I more risks. Tho Loudon As.-urau te. North 
Uritish, Commercial Union, Qieon, Lanca- 
shire and Imperial, all English companies, 
have instructed their agents to raise their rates 
to fifty per cent. The Liverpool, London and 
Globe have not eetit any orders. 

'The miners at tha Lake Superior, 
Cleveland. New York, Lake AugeUt'e. and 
Ilarnum'b mines, at Manpotte, have been on a 
strike since the 20tli. The miners have thus 
far been very orderly, hut they guard the 
mines and will not allow any workmen to re- 
main in the inmes. The strikers number 
about two thousand men, composed princi- 
pally of Swede*. NoiwegiatiH and Cornish. 

A Fort Stll li tter of the 16th states, 
that en the 1 4th the wood camp of Mt . Evans, 
thirteen miles fr»m the fcrt. was attacked by 
Indians. A sma I detaebmeut of United 
Stateqptroops followed, conit elling them to 
abandon about sixty head of cattl". The 
body of a, white man was found, full of ar- 
rows and his head scalped. 

A dispatch from Eureka, Nevada, 
eayt a terrible wnter-spcat hurst in the moun- 
tains on the 25:h inst., and swept through the 
town, killing twenty persons, and causing 
great detraction of property. The water- 
spout crossed tho Central Pacific track be- 
tween Humboldt, Weels and Toane, washing 
out the track. Xba «e»t bound emigrant train 
was wreaked and live passengers killed. It 
had been raining with great violence from ear- 
ly iu the morning till uoon, when a cloud burst 
on the lofty range of mountains to tho east.

The bids for the five per cent, funded 
loa-i forwarded from Now York, representing 
th-.se filed by foreign bankers for European 
markets as well as those for domestic hold- 
iniP. will aggregate not le.s than »80, 000,000. 
The large biis will come from syndicates 
vvhic 1 have been formed, the principal one 
representing a o-ombination of German bank- 
ers, and to each of those bids will be attached 
a condition that the bidders are to have a call 
on the entire remainder of the loau so that 
should tbe secretary accept any one of the 
bids, it wouli be to the exclusion of all 
others. 

A dividend of five per cent., author- 
ized by the committee of creditors of Jay 
Cooke A Co., has n<.t yet been patd, the regis- 
ter having doubts as to its binding effect upon 
him. He ha*, however, proceeded with the 
ueco?8ary calculations, so that there should 
be no delay if the court ordered him to pro- 
coed. In the meantime the funds in his hands 
have uicreased to such an amount as will war- 
rant the payment of seven instead of five per 
cent. It ia believed that be will bring the 
m:itter before the court vvhon its opinion ©an 
be obtained, and if a proper order is mado, 
payment will be proceeded with as early as 
possible. 

The lieutenant governor of Missis- 
sippi has telegraphed that he has sent to tlie 
i n r-ident by mail a statement 'Of affairs at 
Vicksburg, which led him to apprehend dis- 
turbance of tho peace, which, owing to the 
uuorgaui/.od state of the militia, he would be 
unable to suppress. The mayor and post- 
master of Vicksburg have on the other band 
telegraphed to the president prote-ting 
against the sending of troops to that city, as 
such au act wonld havo the effect of increas- 
ing the oxcitem»nt, as there are no indications 
of an outbreak. The secretary of war, iu

Thr Cotton Prospect. 

The committee on information and 
statistics of the Memphis cotton ex- 
change have made a report derived 
from 84 responses from West Tennes- 
see, 82 from North Mississippi, 84 from 
Arkansas, north of the Arkansas river, 
15, as follows : Of 266 responses, 108 
report favorable weather since the 15th 
ult. ; 157, too dry; 1 too wet ; 171 re- 
port more favorable weather to date 
than the corresponding date last year. 
Two and three-fourths per cent, of the 
crop planted has been abandoned from 
drouth and overflow. Forty-two per 
cent, of the crop was planted early. Of 
the early planting, 170 report better 
stands than last year; 95, not so good. 
Of the late planting, 165 report it bet- 
ter ; 100, not so good. Of the early, 
206 report the crop well formed, and 
boiled - of the late planting, 150 report 
favoraWy. On labor, 166 report labor 
working" well ; 100 only moderately 
well. Of early planting, 111 report a 
better conditioned crop than last year ; 
52, as well ; 52 not so good. Of late 
planting 102 eav better 76 as well ; 90 
not so good. The responses to the gen- 
eral condition indicate it has been bet- 
ter cultivated than for years, bnt suf- 
fering from continued drouth ; antici- 
pating danger from frost upon tLe late 
crops with slight indications of rust and 
blight. Twenty-nine per cent, of the 
crops planted did not come up before 
June 1. Nineteen and three-quarter 
per cent, was planted after the 20 of 
May. 

Eighty-six report good corn crops ; 
88 fair and 90 inferior. One hundr* d 
and fifty-one report good wheat crops 81 
moderte to poor ; 57 good. Of the oat 
crop 176 say moderate ; 6 poor. The 
grass is generally poor owing to drouth.

In Sweden a peculiar plan has been 
adopted by the friends of temperance 
for preventing the evils resulting from 
an excessive use of intoxicating liquors. 
The authorities of Gotterburg in 1865, 
began a movement which afterward ex- 
tended throughout the kingdom, and is 
■aid to have been attended with the 
most beneficial results. It was based 
on two ideas, first, no single individual 
out to be permitted to elerive any gain 
from tho salo of spirits ; and second, 
that spirits ought not to be drank with- 
out the accompanying consumption of 
solid food. Tho method adopted to 
carry out these views is this : An in- 
corporated company iu ecch town, con- 
t isting of the most respected members 
of the community, takes the entire re- 
tail liquor traffic under its supervisio.*, 
selling at cost'after deducting a margin 
for leakage and breakage. The persons 
put in chargo of the places where 
liquor is sold are paid salaries by the 
company. The expenses paid includ- 
ing tho current rate of interest for the 
capital invested, all profits are paid into 
the town treasury. Of course where 
liquor is sold at cost no profits cau 
accrue from that trade ; but each public 
house is allowed to sell at a profit food, 
tobacco and unintoxicating drinks, and 
what is an important part of the plan, 
every place whero liquor is sold is 
bound to supply wholesomo cooked 
food at all timeB during business hours. 
The result of this system has been a 
great decreaso in drunkenness. It may 
seem singular that making drinks cheap 
should lead temperance, but tbe secret 
of the business is very simple. Iu the

Green Oats for Cows. — A corre- 
spondent of tie Country Gentleman 
writes as follows in reference to feeding 
green oats : "I agree with J. F. Cham- 
pion in raising green oats for cows, es- 
pecially when giving milk. But my ex- 
perience is to out them in the bloom, 
and not in the milk ; on the same prin- 
ciple that yon would cnt green grass 
early, instead of late. If you let the 
oats advance far enough to raise fifty 
bushels of gr >in to the acre, a certain 
portion of the stalk becomes woody 
fiber, which add nothing to the cow, the 
milk or the manure pile, and comes un- 
der the head of nothing from nothing 
leaves nothing. I suggest to every man 
who was short of fodder the past winter 
to try a portion of his low land in this 
way the coming season. Cnt, cure, and 
feed in the same manner as you would 
early-cut grasp. 

Unhafe 8heep Pastures. — Under the 
head of "Unsafe Pastures," the New 
York Tribune says, in reply to an in- 
quiry : It is known that a pasture in- 
fested with scab will not be perfectly 
safe fgr at least two or three years. 
The scab insect will retain its vitality in 
the places where the sheep have rubbed 
themselves, and so disengaged the in- 
sect, for that length of time. It is not 
probablo that the foot rot engenders 
any virus which would infect a pasture*; 
it is much more likely that the condi- 
tions of the pasture which at first 
caused the disease, being still present, 
etill produce it, and always will. The 
only safe way is to drain the pasture, 
when foot rot will disappear. It ia 
caused solely by wet, muddy pasture? 
and filthy yards, and the consequent 
mechanical effect upon the feet and con- 
stitutional effect upon the health of <eie 



Columbus's Tomb. — Writing of the 
churches in Havana, a correspondent 
says : " The church of most interest to 
the tourist is the cathedral of Havana, 
at the corner of Emperado and San 
Ygnaoio streets, an edifice constructed 
of soft brown stone, which, however, 
has become somewhat blackened by age, 
having been erected as far back as 1724. 
The large doors in front of polished 
mahogany, you approach by flights of 
stone steps, and as you enter, on the 
left there is the little tomb which con- 
tains the ashes of Columbus. Above it 
is a slab of stone on which is an upraised 
bust of the great discoverer. He died 
in 1506 at Valladolid, and his 
after resting in various places, 
final ry brought and deposited here, 
smut much pomp and ceremony, on the 
15th of January, 1796.

Ashes as Fooi> for Cattle. — A 
respondent of the Live Stock Journal 
found his cattle one spring affected 
tj. ith the habit of eating wood, chewing 
bones, eta They became thin in flesh, 
refused to eat hay, and presented a sick- 
ly appeorauce. He had no impression 
that their fooil lacked the constituents 
for making bone ; and his neighbors 
used bone-meal, without noticing any 
good results whatever. At last he 
put about four bushels of leached 
ashes in his barnyard and threw out to 
them about a shovelful each day. Tbey AKAIM.YN 
all ate as if with evident relish. After 
turning them out to pasture, he pat one 
peck of dry ashes per week on the 
ground in the pasture. They ate all up 
and gnawed off the grass where it had 
been lying. The cattle began to im- 
prove, gaining flesh and looking better 
than they bad done for several year *. 
He says this morbid appearance was 
unnoticed years ago, from the fact that 
the ground was new sud a*]iy from thm 
burning of the woods and land clear- 
ings. Latterly he gives one quart of 
ashes mixed with the same quantity of 
salt to twelve head of cattle about ouco 
a week. 

A Bio Chunk of Platlna. — The Paris 
mint has just completed the manufac- 
ture of a bar oi iridated platina of the 
enormous weight of five hundred 
pounds, and worth 210,000 francs, the 
exhibition of which recently took place 
at the Conservatory des Arts et Metiers 
of Paris, in the presence of delegates 
from foreign countries and members of 
the Academy t f Sciences, invited bv 
Gen. Morin, director of the establish- 
ment. That mass of metal, quite ex- 
ception!. 1 for its size and homogeneeus- 
ness, is to be used in making the stan- 
dard meters and kilogrammes required 
by various governments for the adoption 
of the metrical system, or the compa* 
ison of their weights and measurA 
Each set will cost 3,500 frai.es, Jpt 
forty-five have been ordered by dilfer- 
ent powers. The fusion of the metal 
wa9 effected by the aid of seven blow- 
pipes of oxyhydrogen gas inserted into 
the oover of enormous crucible ; forW 
cubic meters of that fluid were simT- 
cicnt to keep up the combustion of the 
seven jets of ordinary gas during the 
two honrs the combustion lasted. 
The light of the incandescent metal 
was so intense that the melting-pot 
could only be looked into with tho aid 
of a colored glass. Many centuries 
may pass before the occasion should 
rise for such a work as that executed, 
as the production of plat-'ca is very 
limited, and tloes not exceed from a ton 
to a ton and a half annually. 

Kerosene for Henneries. — When 
lice are troublesome in a ijeunery the 
use of kerosene will be fouftd to answer 
an excellent purpose. fi necessary, 
get a small watering-pot and sprinkle 'it 
everywhere. . We know of its being 
used in this way and with complete 
success. It was also applied to the 
fowls by rubbing under the wings and 
among the f«ath«rs on the back of the 
neck, and the pets were effectually 
" cleaned out," without apparent harm 
to the fowls. For small chickens, rub- 
bed lightly with a feather about the | 
head and on the neck, it is admirable; 
and it is there where lice can generally I 
be fonnd if they exist anywhere among 
the flock. One application of this sort 
will suffice for many weeks. Careful ' 
observers will have noticed that there 
are several breeds of hen lice to contend 
against. The species that attack sitting I 
hens in hot weather are very small, i 
very atcive in their motions, and multi- ' 
tudinoris in numbers. They will some- I 
times drive the hens from their nests, | 
and become so numerous about the , 
hennery that visitors cannot enter it 
without carrying off more Cr less of the ' 
pests on their persons. Tlagjr presence 
will be indicated by a delicate crawling | 
sensation on the hamls, the neck, or the | 
body. Cracks antl holes about the 
building will harbor millons of them at 
such times. For such a house kerosene 
is the remedy. Apply it liberally from 
top to bottom, antl, if one application 
does not entirely remove, apply a second 
time. In applying to the chickens and 
fowls be careful not to get any in the 
month or ejes. It may not prove fatal, 
but it will not do any good. It evidently 
docs not makes small chickens feel live- 
ly, but it will not harm them seriously, 
if they are well housed or can get^l 
the warmth they require. We have naft 
yet tried it in hens' nest? ; but have no 
doubt that if sprinkled through the hoy 
or straw of which the nest is formed it 
will answer a better purpose than sal 
phur or ashes in the bottom. It 
positively kill the vermin liarLorin 
the nests, while it is evident that 
snlphnr and ashes are only disagreea- 
ble. Of course, the effect of a single 
application will not last always ; but 
one or two applications a year will prob- 
ably be found to bo sufficient — at least, 
in henneries whose owners are not 
frightfully negligent. The lice found 
on the heads and necks of young chick ns 
are very large compared with those in- 
festing the nests of sitting hens, and 
wo do not remember to have ever seen 
them except on fowls. The touch of a 
small amonnt of kerosene infuses won- 
drous activity into them, while a rood 
saturation evidently paralyzes. Noth- 
ing but their bligthed remains will be 
found one day after a good application 
of kerosene.— Country G'< ntleman.

" barbaric pearl aud gold." K always 
intersect the land of the suu, und the 
bulbul is startled by the shriek of the 
locomotive; the competition wallah re- 
poses under tho solemn palms "un- 
woo'd of trammer wind ;" the Union 
Jack has for many a day floated in the 
blue of " tho deep sphere everhead ;" 
colleges for tho training of young In- 
dian aristocrats have been established, 
and are well attended, yet immemorial 
customs not only linger but live all over 
the east, notwithstanding the western 
light which system, and rule, and col- 
lege, and travel have borne over the 
Indian ocean or wafted across tho tide- 
less sea. 

A marriage took place towards the 
| close of April in tiio town of Bhownug- 
gur, in the Kattywar peninsula, which, 
illustrates the pertinacity of customs 
in India, and gives us at once a curious 
' and interesting picture of native life. 
] Bhowuuggur is a te>wn distant from 
Bombay about 200 miles, is the capital 
of a state bearing the same name — a 
state whose ruler is his Highness Tuk- 
hutsingh Juwuntsing, whoso official ti- 
I tlo is Thakore. The Thakore completed 
on the 19th of April his seventeenth 
year, and is consequently a minor ac- 
cording to British notions, and, there- 
fore, holds his state under administra- 
tors. But according to native ideas he 
is every inch a man and a ruler, and 
hence tho poor young fellow had to 
marry four wives on tho very elay he 
came of age. To marry four wives 
even in the east on tho same day is a 
most unusual thing, and the reason why 
ho was bound to take four better halves 
will bo made plain by and by. Mean- 
while let us attend tho ceremony ana 
hasten to Bhownuggur. 

It is the 19th of April, and we can 
scarcely move in Bhownuggur for the 
crowds who are making holiday, aud 
rejoicing with a gayety of dem BBOT 
and richness of coloring that make a 
Roman carnival seem tame. And woli 
may there be this huge congestion of 
festivity — sounds and sights of joy on 
all sides, and stretching and vibrating 
far — for tho rejoicing is produced by 
fourfold action, and four brides are be- 
ing honored to-day. The Thakore mar- 
ries 1 1 ) the daughter of the Great Chief

old ; (2) the sister of tho heir apparent 
of the Gondtil dynasty, who is only 
fifteen years old; C'}) the sister of the 
father of tne reigning Chief of Nanka- 
neer, aged twenty-two ; and (-4) tho 
daughter of a very opulent landowner 
of Dank, at Talnja, aged only ten or 
eleven years. Wudwan was the first wife, 
as in her veins there flowed the " bluest 
blood," while Gondii], tho second, is 
not only the wealthiest — having brought 
an immense dowery — but the most 
pleasant to her husband. Wonderful to 
relate, she can " read a little English 
and desires to learn to play on the 
piano." Long before this auspicious 
19th day of April tho festivities con- 
nected with the fourfold wedding com- 
menced, the brides having to be brought 
from their respective homes by the 
trusty retainers despatched with all di e 
formality by the young Thakore. Then 
came the processions and marches and 
counter-marches by eunlight and star- 
light, and the torches blazing, and the 
long bray of the heralding horn, and 
behind the "dancers dancing in tune." 
What a picture Millais would have made 
of it all ! The Thakore's mounted and 
foot guards; the huge elephants, fling- 
ing about their trunks and swaggering 
under their howdahs of bine and gold ; 
the camels and palfreys ; the drummers, 
with their tom toms; the royal chariot 
followed by an interminable line of car- 
riages, and on all sides the masses of 
Bhownugger admiring the tich robes of 
the courtiers, their gold and tinsel Hash- 
ing and flickering in the sun, the horses 
and camels dyed of various hues end 
patterns, fantastic or grotesque, the 
flatrs fiounting tho blue sky, the gar- 
lands and plates of gold on vermilion- 
streaked buffaloes which drew tho lesser 
nobility. But there were many things 
the crush of Millais would be power- 
less to render in this Oriental Hcer.ce, 
ar.d he would have to ask the imagina 
tion of the spectator to supply ths buzz 
of myriad voices, the shrieks of pipe 
and twang of guitar, the bray of the 
trumpet, the trump of tho drum, the 
laughter and gav talk of the courtiers 
aud of the Rajah himself, who seems to 
be a very pleasant fellow. There was 
the same tumult and color and gorge- 
ousness about all the processions — 
about those despatching the envoys and 
those which attended their reappear- 
ance. 

In the midst of the rolling crowds 
came the closely-curtained cars of the 
bridges, drawn by oxen having their 
horns encased in thick plates ot gold, 
the silver bells depending from tho gar- 
lands round their throats tinkling as 
they trotted along. A'l Bhownuggur 
has come out to meet the bridal proces- 
sion : alms are lavished on the poor ; 
silks and gold on the lich ; the people 
are frantic with joy and excitement ; 
rcse-»ater hisses gently through the 
air ; garlands aro flung hither and 
thither ; attar of roses and sandal falls 
as thick as if there was a thunder storm 
of clouds made up of exhaled purfumo. 
The brides, following nativo etiquette, 
camped outside the walls of the city 
until the happy day, when at hi>:h noon, 
under the waving palms and quivering 
tamarinds, a procession, headed by the 
young bridegroom laughing and joking, 
goes to letch bride No. 1. Sho, too, 
has set out. See ! Her rath, or car, 
comes in sight, and the eager and gal- 
lant Thakore throws himself from his 
splendid steed, rushes forward, enters 
the rath, and seats himself beside the 
princess — an innovation, it being the 
custom hitherto for the bride to sit aV 
the feet of the bridegroom on his enter- 
ing the car, in order to indicate her sub- 
set viency. The cortege now proceeds 
to the house of a relative of the Tha- 
kore, where, in the centre hall, in the 
presence of about a hundred of the 
noblest Ragpoots of Kattywar, the mi.r- 
riage ceremony is performed. The rite 
is simple. A few flowers are fctrewu ; 
atter and pan distributed : the Deity's 



was over all was at an end. They do 
things diflerently in Bhownuggur, and 
day after day there were procession, and 
the young bridegroom was compelled 
to go about with his veiled brides. 

The trousseaux, our lady readers will 
be interested to learn, were extravagant- 
ly rich, Gondul having amongst her 
" kit" about Ave thousand silk dresses. 
Wudman's dowry was 200,000 rupees, 
Goudul's the same Yankaneer's 100,000 
ronpees, and Donk's 35,000. The 
trousseau of Gondul was the richest, 
and the correspondent was permitted to 
see a part of it. Such a sight for a 
European lady would it have been ! 
"Huge shawls, clothes, scans, mantles, 
counterpanes, and handkerchiefs of 
silk, embroidered most elaborate y and 
stiff with gold and silver thread work. 
Here was a shawl from Benares with 
gods in gold and silver worked on a 
lilac ground of softest silk ; another 
lay ontsprea l beside it representing a 
fl jck of small yellow hyds nestling in 
iuuum rable flowery bowers. One 
Kattywar shawl cost, according to my 
information, six hundred rupees. Tne 
most gorgeous of the other cloths were 
lit. -rally stiff with gold." Especially 
curious was a silver veil sprinkled with 
pale bine aud primrose colored flowers, 
and "one dress, all blue satin and 
silver embrcidtry, resembled an Italian 
sky seen through a gentle shower of 
snow or lilies. Nearly every cloth lying 
before me cost ruoro than five hundred 
rupees each. Around and near these 
dresses lay a most extraordinary litter 
of various valuables, gold, silver, and 
br.iss dishes, precious stones, fans, 
armlets, ur-so aDd ear aud finger rings, 
massive ornaments for the forehead, 
breast, and ankle, necklaces ppa kling 
with ruby aid eliamond, emerald, 
amethys', topaz, opal, and pearl, rose- 
water bottlers of pure gold, basins o" 
silver, and Lucre brass cooking utnsaiic 
robes and tiaras aud chains, sapphire 
pendants and enamelled jugs Mid ewers, 
silver lamps and trinkets rough with 
precious jowels, aud a hundred other 
articles of value for use or ornament.'' 
And this was but a H.mall part of the 
trousseau of the brides ! 

The Thakore was eelucatcd at the 
great Indian seminary for princes, Uaj- 
coomar College, which he attended up 
to the date of his marriage, and proved 
himself earnest aud painstaking, though 
cot brilliant. Why then, it will be 
asked, was ho not more enlightened 
than to marry four wives at his age? 
Some have contended that onr English 
training failed. But no. Tho young 
prince personally did not wish to take 
four " Uajfter halves." Ho had in truth 
no option. His father had betrothed 
him, and honor and native notions com- 
pelled him to carry out his father's 
wishes. Was he to ri^usc to m urrj 
those girls they would bo ruined — be- 
ing placed in tho position of widows — 
and ho himself would become hated, 
and would most likely havo his exist- 
ences terminated by poison by tho secret 
action of outraged patriots.

A Caruivorious Hant. 

The pretty Httlo plant called droterp, 
or sundew, says the Providence Journal 
develops some strange animal instincts. 
It is a charming plant, with its lovily 
pink blossoms, while the dew like sub- 
stance issuing from its glands gives it a 
most cool aud refreshing appenrauce on 
a warm summer's elay. But though it 
looks the very picture of innocence and 
gentleness, it has a strange tisto for 
seizing killing and sucking the blood of 
insects, and for grasping and eating raw 
beef. A lady iu the American Natural- 
ist gives some very curious observations 
upon this remarkable plant. She found 
the specimens upon which sho experi- 
mented in New Jersey. Tho plant was 
iu full bloom, and growing very thickly 
:le of an extensive cranberry 
The first experiment was 
ho best-known species, the 
form > Eg, Somo livii-g files 
half an inch from the apex, 
slock in tho morning. In 
forty minutes tho leaves had bent per- 
cptibly toward the flies, In two hours 
the leaves had reached the flies, and 
their leaves were entangled among the

then removed three quarters of an inch 
further from the leaves. The leaves still 
remained bent toward the fli s, bnt 
could not reach them at this distance. 
Tho observer thinks that thfl flies' wings 
may have created surTlcie-iit force to 
bring the leaves uear enough to entan- 
gle the flies, for dead flies failed to pro- 
duce the same result as living ones. On 
the same day, bits of raw beef were 
placed on some of the nio-t vigorous 
leave-, of another species of the plant, 
the tin/sera lonr/ifolia. In two hours, 
two of the leave's had folded around the 
beef, hiding it from sight. Living flits 
were also placed upon the samo species 
of the plant. In a little more than au 
hour, one of the leaves had folded en- 
tirely around its victim, tho other 
leaves had practically folded and the 
flies had ceased to struggle. Two hours 
later, four leaves had each folded 
around a fly. Tho droit ra nianift sts a 
very decided choice in regard to its t na- 
tatory fancies. Exrerimeuts were made 
with bitsof dried chalk, magnesia and 
pebbles, but the plant would have 
nothing to do with them, and after 
twenty-four hours, neither loaves nor 
brietlos had made the slightest move- 
ment toward clasping these articles. A 
similar result was produced npou the 
droK' ru rotundi folia. This variety has 
longer bristles around the edge of th«. 
leaf, and simply curls its bristles around 
its victims, tho gland on the ends of 
ends of tho bristles touching the sub- 
stance, like so many mouths recei\iug 
nourishment. Some bits of raw beef 
were placed upon the leaves about ten 
o'clock in the morning. In two bouts 
the inner bristles were curving about it, 
ai.d the longer bristles at the edge of 
thejeaf were curving upward. At nine 
o'clock in the evening the bristles of 
the three most vigorous leaves wore 
clasping tho beef, almost concealing it 
from sight. Nor is this ferocious plant 
contented with small insects. Flies of 
the largest sizi», moths without number, 
and butterflies, many of them measur- 
ing two inches across, were held captive 
till they died, tho treacherous flowers 
and shining dew luring them to des- 
truction. Tho larger insect", after 
death, fell around tho roots of the 
plants as if to fertilize them, while tho 
smaller flies remained adhering to the 
leaves. These curions'plants thus seem 
to manifest a decided prerercnTC i 1 ^-- 
meat diet, abnc.rbiupr tin- ntiimal sub- 
stances through their leaves. Mr. Dar- 
win says that by pricking a point in the 
leaf of droscra, he can paralyze half of 
it, and this indicates the existence of 
nerves. 

Horn Ail. 

The disease known as the horn ail, is 
not a disease of the horn at all, but a 
general constitutional disturbance, re- 
sulting from various canses, which 
shows itself by inflammation of the 
suppuriation from the bronchial tubes, 
and the nasal lining and sinuses. It is 
very similar e fleet to what is known as 
the epizooptic in horses. It is proba- 
bly better characterized as influenza, or 
catarrhal fever. There is it uch fever, 
duluess, and heaviness of the head, 
with heat around the base of the horns, 
and general distress andjsnffering. The 
best treatment is to give a purge, if t) e 
bowels are constipated, but if there is 
considerable looseness, an ounce of 
aromatic tpirits of ammonia might be 
given, in a pipt of water. The feet 
should be bathed copiously in hot 
water, and the body should bo rubbed 
briskly with a coarse woolen cloth, and 
afterwards clothed with a blanket. If 
perspiration and discharge from the 
nostrils can be induced, a cure is begun. 
To effect this, a bog of scalded chaff 
should be hung around the muzzle, and 
wetted occasionally wdh hot water anl 
vinegar. After the bowels are regnlated 
two ounces of sulphate of potash maj' 
be givon night and inornin ', until the 
fever is removed. Good nuraing r plenty 
of coltl water, and st>ft bran mashes 
will finally bring the animal round 
again. If the disease is neglected, 
pneumonia may follow it, and is gener- 
ally fatal.
